1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior fails to teach claimed invention alone or in combination. 

Applicant persuasively argues that the cited reference fails to teach the claimed 
invention particularly a redlineXML document with base element and object element as 
claimed that confirms to RedlineXML schema. The cited prior art of Lee et al. and Schilit 
et al. fails to teach an annotation on the base document as claimed. However, newly 
cited reference, Altman seems to teach applicant's invention. This application is 
continuation of Patent # 6,675,355 filed on 3/16/2000. Since Altman is not an 
applicable prior art, the claimed invention is allowed over the cited prior art.
